PLANS to drill for methane 
gas in Shropshire should be 
refused, according to coun¬ 
cil leader Keith Barrow. 

Dart Energy wants per¬ 
mission for a test drilling 
site at Criftins near Elles¬ 
mere, which could open up 
the possibility of more min¬ 
ing across the county. 

Speaking at a packed pub¬ 
lic meeting in St Martins, 
Councillor Barrow said: “I 
do not think this is a very 
good idea. 

“I don’t think this will 
be the last application and 
I think future applications 
could cover a fairly large 
area of North Shropshire. 

“This is one of the most 
important issues to come up 
in many a long year. It is the 
unknown that worries me.” 

He told a meeting at¬ 
tended by more than 100 
that he would be working 
with council officers to look 
at the issue, adding that 
any reason for refusal had 
to be for planning reasons 
and must stand up to legal 
scrutiny. 

Neil Graham, a parish 
councillor and ex-miner 
produced maps showing 17 
different coal seams under 
the land in the area. 

“None of the seams are 
level,in some areas they 
come to the surface,” he 
said. 

“As a councillor I am wor¬ 
ried about whether this will 
contaminate the water sys¬ 
tem.”

SCHOOL BOWS

They claimed that a forum held at the school 
last week to discuss the issue had turned into a 
selling shop for the new uniforms. 

The school has now said that while parents

will be strongly advised to purchase recom¬ 
mended items from the official school uniform 
supplier to ensure skirts and trousers comply, 
items bought elsewhere that adhere to the uni¬ 
form policy will be accepted. 

The issue of purchasing from an official 
school uniform supplier provoked criticism 
from some parents and led to a group being set 
up on Facebook to object. A petition was also 
set up and signed by hundreds at three venues 
in the town. 

Pleased 

Diana Cameron, who next year will have 
three daughters at the school, said she was 
pleased with the outcome. 

“The trousers were advertised as costing £15 
each, and they would all need two pairs, leav¬ 
ing me with an accumulated bill of £90 - for 
trousers alone. 


“This would have been the third school uni¬ 
form change for my eldest daughter at the 
Marches, so we wouldn’t have been able to even 
hand down the old uniforms.” 

Sarah Longville, headteacher at the school, 
said: “Building strong relationships with par¬ 
ents, based on mutual respect and trust, is at 
the centre of our school’s ethos. 

“We want our parents to feel valued and to 
be fully involved in their children’s learning 
and development. We listened closely to all 
the views and opinions expressed about the 
proposed introduction of Marches’ skirts and 
trousers. 

“Whilst a number of parents expressed sup¬ 
port for the changes, it was the strength and 
genuine depth of feeling and issues raised by 
parents whose children wear the correct uni¬ 
form which was compelling.”

Suspended

A MAN who hit his partner before threaten¬ 
ing her father with a knife has been given a 
suspended prison sentence.

DRILLING firms would be “absolutely bonk¬ 
ers” to look for methane gas in former coal¬ 
fields, a geologist told a public meeting on 
Monday night. 

More than 100 people packed into the Miners’ 
Institute in St Martins to hear from those against 
fracking and other forms of unconventional meth¬ 
ane extraction . 

They heard from Kevin Walsh of the Geological Society 
who talked about the international objections to coal bed 
methane extraction and the effect that it could have on cli¬ 
mate change. 

“If we don’t cut back on using carbon and 
fossil fuel by the time we reach the year 
2080, temperatures could rise by five per 
cent and we could lose 40 per cent of species 
in the world,” he claimed. 

“We also know that the best seams to 
look for coal bed methane are thick seams 
and we know that this seam here in St 
Martins are not thick seams. It would be 
absolutely bonkers to look for coal bed 
methane here,” he said. 

There were warnings from another 
speaker, Mr Chris Hesketh, who lives in 
Dudleston and is one of the leading lights 
in the Frack Free Dudleston organisation. 
He said that because the coal seam at St 
Martin was higher than at Dudleston there 
could be dangers from subsidence. 

“There are plenty of other options for 
energy and other countries are going for 
them. The UK is instead going for a differ¬ 
ent method of extraction fossil fuels. 

“There will only be about 10 years or so 
of this method of fuel but the consequences 
will be with us for centuries. Other options 
such as tidal energy can provide energy for¬ 
ever.” 

St Martins resident, Ron Jones said he 
would have liked to have heard from the 
Dart Company. “This seems to be a very 
one sided presentation to me,” he said. 

Parish Councillor, Sue Schofield said was 
worried about the lorries that would travel 
to and from the borehole as the road from 
Criftins to St Martins was the most direct 
to the main traffic routes. 

The meeting was told that between 500 
and 1,000 lorries would be needed during 
the exploratory drilling. 

“The amount of heavy lorries that would 
be going through the village worries me,” 
she said.

Profit fall at suppliers 
put down to mild winter

AGRICULTURAL supplies giant Wynnstay saw its sales and profits 
decline as the mild winter led to slower sales of animal feed. 

After a record year in 2013, the Llansantffraid-based group saw like-for-like 
sales drop by one per cent in the first half of its new trading year, while pre-tax 
profit fell by 10 per cent to £4.7 million. 

Whereas during the unprecedented wintry weather that dragged on into the spring in 
2013, animals were kept indoors and relied on bagged feed bought from suppliers such as 
Wynnstay, this year they have been put out to grass much sooner, affecting the group’s

Ripe repairs are 
now complete 

WORK to replace water pipes in Llansant- 
ffraid has been completed after weeks of 
disruption. 

Severn Trent says the improvements will 
help secure water supplies its customers in 
the village, near Oswestry. 

Motorists have been forced to make de¬ 
tours for the past month because of road 
closures brought in to carry out the work. 

Severn Trent Water engineer Dave Kier- 
nan said: “We want to make sure that our 
customers continue to receive a reliable 
water supply. Unfortunately, the water 
pipes in the Llansantffraid Ym Mechain 
area had grown old and were prone to 
bursts. 

“To help prevent this from happening in 
the future, we’ve invested £400,000 to in¬ 
stall more than three and a half kilometres 
of new water pipes in the area. 

“We’re happy to say that all of the work 
is now complete and we’d like to thank the 
local community for their patience.” 


That meant that in its agricultural di¬ 
vision, where revenue hit £171.5 million, 
normal seasonal demand was lower. 

And in its retail division revenue was 
£50.8 million as animal owners bought less 
bagged feed to get them through colder pe¬ 
riods. 

Its Just For Pets pet shop division saw 
sales increase by 3.2 per cent, however. 

Including the £9 million contributed by 
the newly acquired Carmarthen & Pum- 
saint Farmers business, Wynnstay’s over¬ 
all revenue rose by three per cent to £222.5 
million. 

The better weather is expected to have 
a positive impact in the second half, with 
the group predicting a strong harvest that 
will benefit its business. 

Chief executive Ken Greetham said: 
“While pre-tax profit is behind last year’s 
record level, this year’s results were 
achieved in trading conditions which 
differed markedly to the prior year and 
continue to demonstrate the strength of 
Wynnstay’s broad spread of activities. 

“The variation between the two first 
halves largely reflected the weather condi¬ 
tions, which in both periods was atypical.”

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woman's 
inquest 
hears of 
drugtrial 

THE Shropshire coroner 
has recorded a narrative 
verdict on the a woman who 
died last year after taking 
part in a drugs trial. 

Heather Valerie Owen, 
62, died at Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital in August last 
year, after falling seriously 
ill with multiple viral infec¬ 
tions. 

She had been taking part 
in a clinical trial for new 
arthritis drug MK8457 and 
had been on the drug, which 
is known to put users at a 
higher risk of infection, for 
seven weeks. 

At the end of the two- 
day inquest coroner John 
Ellery recorded that: “Mrs 
Owen died from multi organ 
failure due in part to rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis and its 
treatment.” 

Mrs Owen, of Penylan 
Mill, Coed y Go, Oswestry, 
had agreed to take part in a 
trial to test the effectiveness 
of the new drug to control 
her rheumatoid arthritis 
and on June 21 began tak¬ 
ing the drug. 

She died at the hospital 
on August 24 from multiple 
organ failure brought on by 
pneumonia and infection, 
which in turn were due to a 
suppressed immune system. 

Dr Atheer Al-Ansari, the 
consultant rheumatologist 
in charge said he knew of 
more than 60 patients using 
MK8457 worldwide.

Concerns shake-up will 
mean two-tier system 


A FUNDAMENTAL shake-up of councils in 
Mid Wales could lead to a two tier system of 
local authority with some communities being 
denied services they currently receive, coun¬ 
cillors have been warned. 

Clusters of town and community councils could 
eventually take over services currently provided by 

Powys, members of Llan- ■ by lain St John 


fyllin Town Council were 
told last week. 

But just what services will 
be devolved to the grass¬ 
roots councils still remains 
unknown and how they will 
be managed is also to be 
revealed, Llanfyllin town 
councillor John Brautigam 
said. 

He said various concerns 
had been raised about the 
shake-up. 

Cllr Brautigam told last 
night’s meeting the issue 
of the formation of clusters 
had been discussed at the 
latest meeting of the North 
Montgomeryshire Local 
Council Forum in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

He said it was possible the 
cluster for North Montgom¬ 
eryshire would see it being 
led by Welshpool Town 
Council with surrounding 
town and community coun¬ 
cil asked to contribute fund¬ 
ing through a rise in their 
council tax precept. 


That funding would then 
be used to pay for services 
such as day care, libraries 
and grass cutting. 

Cllr Brautigam said: 
“What it means is the 
county council wants to 
save money and devolve cer¬ 
tain services to a more local 
level. 

“What we don’t know is 
any details, there is no flesh 
on the bones at all. 

“We don’t know if Powys 
will pull the plug and say it 
is not going to fund a service 
or will continue to fund it 
but does not want to man¬ 
age it. 

“There is a danger of a 
two-tier system approach.” 

One of the suggestions 
from the report was for 
town and community coun¬ 
cils to merge or combine. 

The next meeting of the 
forum will be next month 
where suggested models of 
the new look council set-up 
will be discussed.

IT’S not often that politics fig¬ 
ure in this column but this week 
has to be an exception thanks to 
Prime Minister David Cameron 
and the Andy Coulson affair. 

The ex-News of the World 
editor was found guilty at the 
Old Bailey of conspiring to hack 
phones between 2000 and 2006 
and our PM was forced to issue 
a public apology for his decision 
to appoint Coulson as his direc¬ 
tor of communications. 

CouIson’s arrival was seen as 
a huge catch when he was first 
hired to be David Cameron’s 
spin doctor. After all as the for¬ 
mer editor of the country’s big¬ 
gest selling newspaper and a 
man with close connections to 
Rupert Murdoch - the most pow¬ 
erful media mogul in Britain - he 
was seen as a man of some in¬ 
fluence.. 

And it would be fair to say that 
it was Coulson who convinced 
The Sun to switch allegiances 
from Labour to Conservative at 
the last election, playing a huge 
part in swinging the vote in a 
blue direction. 

But our Prime Minister will 
never be able to hide the fact 
that he made the biggest error of 
judgement in his political career 
by befriending Coulson, who 
now faces a prison sentence for 
his part in the phone hacking 
scandal. 

Coulson’s appointment as 
Number 10 media chief in 2007 
came six months after he had 
quit as News Of The World ed¬ 
itor on the very day the paper’s 
former royal editor was jailed for 
four months for phone hacking. 

Coulson said he took “ultimate 
responsibility” for that scandal, 
despite maintaining he was un¬ 
aware of any phone hacking by 
his journalists. He resigned in 
20111 with the fingers point¬ 
ing firmly in his direction as the 
scandal grew. So why did Mr 
Cameron believe Coulson when 
he assured him he was clean? 

And accepting that respon¬ 
sibility will now lead the former 
hack to a jail cell and has embar¬ 
rassed our prime minister more 
than words can describe. 

Mr Cameron is going to get a 
tough ride over this massive error 
of judgement. He took Coulson 
at his word and a court this week 
ruled that word to be worthless. 
Labour leader Ed Miliband has 
already accused him of taking a 
criminal into Downing Street. 

The surprise is that Coul¬ 
son seems to have taken sole 
blame for the affair. The jury was 
convinced that Rebekah Brooks 
was innocent on all charges, 
leaving her free to resurrect her 
amazing media career. 

The truth seems to be that 
both journalists and politicians 
were using one another to gain 
influence.lt will take a long time 
for both the Government and the 
media to recover from this. 



Big Ron's advice for 
perfect footy punditrv

it seems tv commentators 
are getting as much stick 
as players in Brazil. How 
can they up their game? 

MILLIONS of us have been 
glued to our television screens 
enjoying the World Cup. 

But while colourful images of 
goal-laden games in an exciting 
week have had everyone thrilled, the 
words emanating from our telly box¬ 
es haven’t been to everyone’s liking. 

Commentators such as Phil Neville, 
Jonathan Pearce and Andy Townsend 
have been widely pilloried for their per¬ 
ceived incompetence, or in some cases 
their monotone nature. 

There’s no other way to watch the 
World Cup, so we’re stuck with them, 
but would we be any better if we were in 
their shoes? 

Ron Atkinson has fallen foul of the 
perils of commentating before - and has 
learned some harsh lessons (number one: 
remember to turn your microphone off 
when you’ve finished). 

Here, the football legend and a co-com¬ 
mentator explains how it should be done. 

Do Your Research: There can be 
nothing worse than a commentator who 
doesn’t know what he’s talking about. 
The BBC’s Jonathan Pearce was annihi¬ 
lated on Twitter last Sunday after getting 
in a right muddle about FIFA’s new goal 
line technology. 

The system, though, worked per¬ 
fectly and Pearce seemed to be the only 
man not to realise it, with oft-criticised 
co-commentator Martin Keown surpris¬ 
ingly talking common sense and correct¬ 
ing him. 

Big Ron says a key to good commentary 
is being factually correct.“You get given 
a lot of information but viewers will pick 
up straightaway if you’ve got something 


wrong because football fans know what 
they’re talking about.” 

Speak With Passion: Step up. Phil 
Neville. Regularly a figure of fun as a 
player for his rather dorky appearance 
a, he is used to getting a bit of stick. 

But scorn towards Neville the 
younger reached a new level after hun¬ 
dreds of viewers complained about his 
underwhelming commentary debut 
during England’s World Cup defeat to 
Italy. In fairness to Neville it was his 
live on-air debut. But almost 450 people 
showed no mercy. “I felt a bit sorry for 
Phil Neville,” Big Ron says. 

“To put him in for the big England 
game for the first game he’s done is a 
bit harsh. 

“As a commentator you’ve got to 
sound interesting, he was a bit mono¬ 
tone. Sometimes you have to just put 
your voice out there.” 


Keep It Simple: Big Ron’s co-com¬ 
mentary career began way back in 1980 
during the European Championships. 

He was one of the first people to take 
up the role - up until then commenta¬ 
tors like Kenneth ‘they think it’s all 
over’ Wolstenholme went it alone, fill¬ 
ing 90 or even 120 minutes by them¬ 
selves. 

But as a sidekick Big Ron learned just 
to keep it simple. 

“The TV people wanted me to give 
a tactical insight into the game, but I 
tweaked that and thought of it as me 
sitting next to a mate of mine who 
didn’t know a lot about what was going 
on in the game. 

Pronounce Names Correctly: Ugo 

Ehiogu anyone? Or perhaps Wojciech 
Szczesny? Or from the current World 
Cup, how about Hashem Beikzadeh? 
Unpronounceable names are a com¬ 


mentator’s nightmare. John Motson 
has earned the ire of many a football 
fan with his failure to grasp the correct 
way to say Tomas Rosicky of Arsenal, 
and his extensive accentuation of ‘ba’ at 
the end of ‘Didier Drogba’ is equally as 
annoying. 

Again, research is king, says Big Ron, 
who recalls his debut commentary of 
Greece v Czechoslovakia being anything 
but easy. “I spent three or four days 
with Martin Tyler going through the 
names because you didn’t know any of 
them back then,” he said. 

“Now football is more developed 
and people know far more about inter¬ 
national football. But Ardizoglou and 
Anastopoulos are the two I remember to 
this day.” 

be lucky: Some commentators - 
Martin Tyler and Gary Neville for ex¬ 
ample - are hugely popular with the 
football fraternity for their understand¬ 
ing of the game. 

Others (Andy Townsend and Mark 
Lawrenson among them), well, aren’t. 
You’ve either got it or you haven’t, so 
they say, and Big Ron says a lot of what 
makes people a commentary success 
comes down to luck. 

He rewinds to 1980 to take up the 
tale. “It was England v Italy in the 
same European Championships,” he 
says. “I came up with a quote about 
Marco Tardelli and I remember saying 
Kevin Keegan had better start watching 
Tardelli as he was looking dangerous. 
Within a minute Tardelli had scored and 
Italy won 1-0. 

“I was a bit lucky with that but it 
worked out well. 

“I did six World Cup finals, Man 
United v Bayern Munich in the Cham¬ 
pions League final, the lot. Describing 
a game to the nation is a very privileged 
position and I was lucky enough to do 
some big moments.”

There is no greater gift any of 
us can make than to donate an 
organ to a fellow human being 
who would die without it. It is the 
gift of life. 

Most donations are currently 
made after the donor has died 
and is ‘brain dead’ in an inten¬ 
sive care bed. This can be after 
the heart recovered but too late 
to save the brain. Increasingly, 
live donors are giving one kidney, 
sometimes altruistically. 

For many years I have been an 
enthusiastic supporter of organ 
donation, dedicated to increas¬ 
ing the number of lives saved. 

About 30% of those reading 
this article will carry an organ do¬ 
nor card. That is a good first step. 
An even better step would be to 
ensure all your family and friends 
know you want your organs to be 
donated if unfortunate enough to 
be rendered ‘brain dead’. 

When the surgeon asks your 
next of kin about organ donation, 
it will be in a traumatic situation, 
where they will find it difficult to 
think straight. Let everyone know 
your wishes. That will make the 
decision so much easier. 

The Welsh Government has 
passed a new law changing the 
system to one where your or¬ 
gans can be taken unless you 
have signed up to a register ‘opt¬ 
ing out’. We expect only very few 
would bother to do that. 

I remain fiercely critical of this 
change. It will not deliver any 
more organs for donation, will 
bring confusion to the UK sys¬ 
tem, and is unworkable. 

No self-respecting surgeon 
will remove organs if the next 
of kin say no. If I was a surgeon 
working in Wales, I would leave. 

This week the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment is spending money on an 
advertising campaign. That will 
be ineffective as well. It is a bad 
law. 

What Government should do is 
build upon the recommendations 
of the Organ Donation Taskforce 
which reported in 2007, and 
which has led to a 50% increase 
in donation in England. 

We need more specialist nurs¬ 
es in Organ Donation (SNODS). 
We need more intensive care 
beds. And we need more educa¬ 
tion so that everyone make their 
wishes known to thief friends 
and family. 

We need to do what actually 
works and delivers results.

CAN COMPENSATION BE CLAIMED FOR INJURIES SUSTAINED OUTSIDE USUAL ROLE OF EMPLOYMENT? 

Q: My mother is a supervisor at a supermarket. A few weeks ago she was helping someone at the automatic check-out when she saw a man putting 
two bottles of whiskey straight into his bag without checking them through. 

She went to confront the man but he knew she had seen him steal the bottles and immediately grabbed his bag and took off. She called to the security 
guy but he didn’t appear to hear, so she chased after the man as he went outside. Unfortunately, as she ran round the corner she collided with a line 
of trolleys being pushed back to the trolley park and fractured her elbow in two places. Does she have a case for claiming compensation against the 
supermarket? 

A: Much will depend on what your mother had been trained and authorised to do. It is the responsibility of all employers to ensure that their employees 
are kept reasonably safe at work. That includes providing training about what they should and should not do in the specific role for which they were 
employed and also more general responsibilities in the store. 

The key issue here is that in acting as she did your mother was acting in a role that was very closely connected with her employment. She was 
protecting the interests of her employment so it would be part of her general role if not specific job description. 


If she is criticised for doing what she did or she wants to claim compensation for the injury she should assemble all records of her training and her 
job description and contract. She should write down a detailed account of what happened and take these details to see a reputable local solicitor who 
specialises in compensation claims who can assess whether there is a viable claim for compensation.

A COUNTRYSIDE playing 
field near Oswestry is at the 
centre of a row over who 
should be looking after it. 

Morton Playing Field, 
next to the tiny Morton 
Church, is held in trust by 
its churchwardens which 
has re-negotiated leases on 
the land over the years.

The case was adjourned until July 8 for 
reports and both were bailed. 



Council in 
talks on 
anti-social 
behaviour 

CIVIC leaders in Welsh¬ 
pool held a special meeting 
last night (Wednesday) to 
discuss how they can crack 
down on anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Welshpool Town Council 
met to discuss the issue that 
is blighting the town. 

Mayor,Councillor Mal¬ 
colm Douglass called the 
meeting because of concern 
of anti-social behaviour, es¬ 
pecially around playgrounds 
and sports facilities. 

The Maesydre play area 
has been targeted by van¬ 
dals on a number of occa¬ 
sions, including in August 
2011 when thousands of 
pounds of damage was 
caused. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has 
also vowed to crackdown on 
anti-social behaviour and 
street drinking in the town 
centre following a barrage of 
complaints from residents. 

Officers said tackling the 
issue was top priority and 
an application for a ban on 
drinking in Welshpool town 
centre has been made by the 
town council. If the applica¬ 
tion for the designated pub¬ 
lic places order is approved, 
it will prohibit the consump¬ 
tion of alcohol within the 
town centre.

A “despicable” thief who was liv¬ 
ing in a tent in Meifod twice broke 
into the village pub and stole a 
charity box from its church. 

Dean Harris, 39, pitched a tent just 
15 yards from Meifod church and lived 
there for several weeks last summer, 
Mold Crown Court heard. 

He admitted breaking into the King’s 
Head pub in June and August and burgling 
the church on August 9. 

Nicholas Sefton, prosecuting, said the 
landlord of the King’s Head, which is just 
opposite the church, found that a cam¬ 
corder worth £200, together with £100 
from the till, had been stolen, along with 40 
packets of cigarettes, after someone broke 
in through a side window. 

Someone had broken into the church on 
August 9 and stole a donation box. 

Harris was interviewed by police officers 
before forensic results. 

The King’s Head was again burgled in 
August when Harris took £70 cash and 
more tobacco. 

Forensic tests on footprints at the scene 
were matched to Harris, who then admitted 
the offences. 

Simon Rogers, defending, said Harris had 
a long-standing problem with drugs which 
had led him into debt. 

But since he had been arrested he had 
stopped taking drugs and was hoping to 
gain qualifications and attend college. 

Judge Niclas Parry said: “You targeted 
the pub twice, once when the landlord was 
sleeping in the living quarters. The church 
attack was particularly despicable, even 
stealing the charity donations. You have an 
appalling record for burglaries.” 

He sentenced Harris to a total of 15 
months in jail.

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Families 
urged to 
help cut 
food waste 

PEOPLE in Mid Wales are 
being urged to plan meals in 
advance in a bid to cut the 
amount of waste created in 
the county. 

Powys County Council 
said a typical family could 
save £60 a month if only 
food that was needed was 
bought. It comes as councils 
across Wales are told they 
need to recycle 58 per cent 
of all waste by next year. 

The Welsh Assembly 
warned it will fine authori¬ 
ties up to £100,000 for every 
one per cent they fall short 
of the target. 

Recycling rates increased 
in Powys more than any 
other area of Wales between 
June 2012 and June 2013, 
with the latest figures set to 
be released next month. 

The figures show 53 per 
cent of waste was recycled 
in the county in June 2013, 
compared to 44 per cent the 
year before. It also showed 
that 189,000 tonnes of waste 
was collected in June 2013 
compared to 216,000 tonnes 
in June 2009. 

Now, the council is urging 
people to make new habits 
to help the council to keep 
meeting the targets. 

Councillor Barry Thomas 
said: “Powys has many 
beautiful places to visit, 
however, some rural places 
may not have recycling bins 
so we recommend you take 
your recycling home.” 


Approval is given for town 
centre electricity substation 


A PROPOSED new electricity substation 
which will be built as part of a £14 million 
modernisation programme has been given 
the go-ahead. 

The development, which will see the demolition of 
a historic building in Oswestry’s conservation area, 
was approved by Shropshire Council planners under 


delegated powers. 

Planners say the loss of 
a 19th century building 
at Coney Green in will be 
outweighed by the improve¬ 
ments being made to the 
town’s electrical system by 
applicants Scottish Power. 

The site currently in¬ 
cludes a transformer, a 
switch room building and 
the disused 19th century 
two-storey building. Scot¬ 
tish Power has applied to 
demolish the two-storey 
building and develop a new 
switchroom, substation and 
transformer. 

Tim Rogers, a planning 
officer for Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, said in a report to coun¬ 
cillors: “The proposal is for 
the demolition of existing 
buildings as they are not 
adequate for the use as a 
switch-room. 

“The intention is to re¬ 
configure the site and pro¬ 
vide new buildings which 
will be suitable for the pur¬ 
pose required.

“The new buildings will 
be constructed using the 
same style as the original 
and retain many of the fea¬ 
tures associated with it. A 
historical assessment has 
been produced in relation to 
this to ensure that demoli¬ 
tions and rebuilds are sym¬ 
pathetic with the character 
of the conservation area and 
surrounding buildings.” 

The report says “The 
building is currently in a 
state of disrepair and does 
not make a positive contri¬ 
bution to the character of 
the conservation area. 

“It is considered from a 
conservation perspective 
that the building in question 
does demonstrate some sig¬ 
nificance and contribution 
to the character of the con¬ 
servation area. 

“The proposal protects 
the historic fabric and ap¬ 
pearance of the building 
and will safeguard local and 
residential amenities.”

NIP backs 
proposal 
to wipe 
records 

PLANS to “wipe clean” the 
criminal records of young¬ 
sters who have committed 
low level crimes have been 
backed by a politician from 
Mid Wales. 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies has claimed 
such convictions make it 
harder for youths to get jobs 
in adult life. He has sup¬ 
ported a review led by for¬ 
mer Montgomeryshire MP 
Lord Carlile into dropping 
criminal records for youths 
who commit minor crimes, 
once they become adults. 

Mr Davies said: “I know 
of young people in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire who have com¬ 
mitted low level offences 
when they were just chil¬ 
dren and that offence then 
appears on every CRB and 
other check - making it dif¬ 
ficult to secure interviews or 
jobs in later life. 

“In some cases this is un¬ 
reasonable and unfair. 

“I support Lord Carlile’s 
recommendation as a sensi¬ 
ble injection of proportional¬ 
ity into the criminal justice 
system. Of course it will not 
be appropriate in every case, 
and there should be a fair 
lapse of time before a ‘clean 
sheet’ is considered. But I 
support some change in the 
law to make it fairer. 

“I believe most people 
would accept, indeed would 
support reform in the law. 
More serious offences would 
remain on the record.”

Photographer chasing 
lights in the north sky

A PHOTOGRAPHER has 
developed a new life help¬ 
ing tourists to chase the 
Northern Lights across 
Scandinavia. 

Alexander Keen moved to 
Finland in 2011 and now lives 
in Norway, where he spends 
his life chasing the Aurora Bo¬ 
realis light show and teaching 
people the best ways to photo¬ 
graph it. 

Mr Keen, from Pontrobert, near 
Welshpool, said he finds his new 
life “incredibly rewarding” and 
said he recently witnessed a solar 
storm so big it could be seen in 
England. 

He said: “Three years ago I 
chose to pick up a camera and fol¬ 
low in my father’s footsteps. 

“I moved to Scandinavia, with 
Finland being my first destination, 
and I started to learn about pho¬ 
tography. I find it challenging but 
also incredibly rewarding and as 
I’m sure you might imagine, I feel 
privileged to be able to live in such 
a breathtaking, wild environment. 

“I now live in Norway and for 
the past two years I have been 
chasing the Northern Lights as a 
career. We bring people out here 
to find, experience and photograph 
the aurora. 

“Our aim is to teach people the 
technicalities of night-time pho¬ 
tography and astro-photography 
but also, more importantly, to 
show people both beautiful, un¬ 


touched nature and, of course, the 
spellbinding Aurora Borealis. 

“Back in February we witnessed 
something incredible - a KP 8 
level solar storm. In the three 
years that I have lived here, we’ve 
never seen a storm of this magni¬ 
tude and it yielded some incredible 
results both photographically and 
to the eye. 

“The level of solar activity was 
so high that reports were coming 


in from Belgium, Iceland, and 
even southern England that auro¬ 
ras were suddenly visible.“When 
we see high levels of solar activity 
we expect to see very fast moving 
aurora and, considering people 
were seeing the lights in Sussex, 
you would imagine that the lights 
above us were somewhat like a 
disco. 

“What we actually found was 
that, for not just the first time in 


my life but also our 43 year old 
local driver’s life, the aurora had 
completely evolved. 

“Rather than the dancing cur¬ 
tains we would have expected, the 
entire sky was static. There was 
little to no movement in it what¬ 
soever. 

“As anti-climactic and boring 
as this may sound, what we were 
seeing was far from it. The usual 
green of the Aurora had com¬ 


pletely changed and around 60 per 
cent of the sky above us was neon 
crimson. 

“I only took about 15 photo¬ 
graphs before I had to simply turn 
the camera off and watch.” 

He added: “You can’t have a 
personal experience when stood 
amongst a group of 40 people. Our 
groups have no more than up to 12 
people, thus helping to maintain 
the experience of the tour.”

When 'dragons' take to 
the air it could be summer 


MIDSUMMER’S day, June 21, 
has just passed and even though 
it isn’t ‘mid summer’ at all, this 
time of year still feels like it could 
be. 

We’ve had a reasonably warm and 
dry start to the summer block , the 
months of June, July and August, and 
that has meant one thing - insects. 

Although many species emerge in spring, 
it is not until now that we begin to see 
droves of insects of every shape and size 
crawling, fluttering, buzzing or squirming 
in air, water and land. Ground beetles, but¬ 
terflies, bees, crickets, grasshoppers, moths, 
glow worms and many more can all be seen 
over the summer. Most are diurnal species, 
relying on warm sunshine to heat them up 
and allow them to forage. But others are 
nocturnal and the most obvious of these are 
the moths. 

Moths in turn attract that other famous 
flying denizen of the dark, bats. It’s very 
difficult to appreciate the different species 
of these intriguing creatures without a bat 
detector (great fun if you can find one). As 
a general rule of thumb, the small ones 
will often turn out to be Pipistrelles and 
the most widespread larger species is the 
brown long eared bat. But what is the bat’s 
equivalent during the day? 

There are plenty of butterfly species 
about and if these are not put out of action 
by a car windscreen, they are often mopped 
up by swallows and martins. But there is 
another intriguing predator-prey relation¬ 
ship going on at this time of the year and it 
too involves an insect. 


ON THE 
WILDSIDE 

with Ben Waddams 


Damselflies and dragonflies have emerged 
from the waters and just a week ago I vis¬ 
ited one of my favourite wildlife hotspots, 
Whixall Moss. This gorgeous area of land, a 
stone’s throw from the Welsh Border, may 
be uninspiringly known as a bog, but it’s 
animal and plant species are stunning and 
exhilarating. I only had half an hour and 
my original plan was to watch dragonflies 
but after seeing plenty of them just a few 
paces from the car, my attention turned to 
a larger flying creature. 

In the day on Whixall Moss, a dragonfly 
watcher has a good chance of being joined 
by a hobby. I watched entranced as this 
tiny, yet superbly evolved raptor took up 
position on a small tree and waited. Then it 
would make a swift yet silent darting flight 
and swoop low across one of the drains to 
snatch an agile dragonfly. Sometimes the 
bird would eat its catch ‘on the wing’ and 
through the binoculars you could see it dis¬ 
posing of the papery wings that fluttered 
away. 

Hobbies are migratory and so rely en¬ 
tirely on summer dragonflies (and the occa¬ 
sional small bird) before leaving our shores 
in September/October. 

I had been treated to a rare sight and one 
that everyone who is interested in the nat¬ 
ural world should experience.

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Leon FR is impressive car

THE Leon has helped SEAT 
smash annual sales figures and 
if the 2-litre FR TDi is an exam¬ 
ple it’s little wonder the compa¬ 
ny is celebrating. 

With 14,302 UK sales of the Leon 
during 2013 the company was flying 
and the turbo diesel arrival has done 
nothing but good. 

SEAT boasts one of the youngest cus¬ 
tomer profiles in the business, with an av¬ 
erage age of just 38, and the Leon FR is 
likely to appeal to just that set. 

The model on test was right up there 
with some of the most impressive cars 
I have tested in the sector but a closer 
look revealed no less than £12,000 worth 
of extras. The basic price of £22,555 sees 
the model sit well within its market but on¬ 
board extras such as technology and tita¬ 



nium packs, a sound system, driver assist 
and convenience packs and leather uphol¬ 
stery pushed the test car beyond the reach 
of many. 

Add the sports styling kit which includes 
a rear bumper with twin exhausts and 
black difusser insert, front bumper sills and 
a rear spoiler added another £4,000 to hike 
the price up to just under £35,000. 

This is the third generation SEAT Leon, 
building on the reputation of the previous 
two generations, by being good fun to 
drive and sharing up to half of its underpin¬ 
nings with the impressive Volkswagen Golf 
and Audi A3. 

Impressive 

The Leon handles well and the two-litre 
engine is strong and responsive. All-in-all 
you would have to say it’s an impressive 
family car that’s stylish and practical to 
drive. 

On the road it’s not easy to remember 
you are driving a diesel with little engine 
noise, though rear seat passengers did 
comment on wind and road noise. 

Being built on the same platform as the 
Golf means you get good handling and 
plenty of grip with the FR benefitting from 
SEAT’S 18” alloys with 225/40 R18 92Y 
tyres. The bigger tyres did contribute to 
road noise though. 

The add-ons mean you get a superb 
sound system with 10 speakers and a boot 
mounted subwoofer. There’s also high 
beam assist and a lane assist system that’s 
fun to test. 

I loved the rain sensor wipers but the 
light sensors with leaving and arriving 
home functions were the real plus as well 
as the auto-dimming rear view mirror.

Another twist sees an average 67.3mpg 
and C02 emissions of only 109g/km, 
matched to a top speed of 142mph and 
0-62mph in 7.5 seconds. 

Don’t ask me how they achieve such fig¬ 
ures. It’s a mystery of the modern motoring 
age how improved performance can come 
at the same time as higher speeds. 

It’s hard to argue with the Leon’s lev¬ 
el of safety equipment. Every model gets 
seven airbags, stability control, emergen¬ 


cy brake assist and a tyre-pressure-moni¬ 
toring system. There are also active front 
head restraints to minimise whiplash in an 
accident, plus Isofix child-seat mounting 
points.The car has maximum five stars in 
Euro NCAP crash tests. Remote central 
locking and an alarm are included. 

The 184PS Leon on test is competitive 
enough at £22,555 but is an expensive 
option with the extras included on the test 
model.

Still just six years old, the club continues 
to make waves with 16 swimmers making 
the tough qualifying grade against some 
of the UK’s top elite county and city elite 
clubs. 

The Titans showed their complete domi¬ 
nance of the West Midlands region by win¬ 
ning 10 gold medals over the first weekend 
(23 medals altogether) and another 12 gold 
during the second weekend (22 altogether 
making a total of 45 medals). 

Even with such a small but highly talent¬ 
ed squad they finished second in the com¬ 
bined Midlands behind the 80 strong Nova 
Centurian with only one gold less. 

They finished well ahead of all the oth¬ 
er 73 clubs including the elite clubs of the 
40-strong City of Birmingham, City of Cov¬ 
entry, Derbyshire’s elite Derventio eXcell 
SC, Leicester, Royal Wolverhampton, War¬ 
wickshire’s Team Mercia and Northampton 
SC. 

A jubilant Head coach Alan Bircher said: 
“This is why I love the sport, it’s David and 
Goliath and the Titans just keep stepping 


up and knocking down the big clubs. 

“The swimmers now have six weeks to 
prepare for the nationals or four weeks to 
prepare for the end of season meet, so we’ll 
continue to work hard and see what the 
season end holds.” 

The Titans’ reign at the top was empha¬ 
sised still further with the head count in 
the British Age Group Category (BAGcat) 
Fina points totals, accumulating the single 
best result from each stroke discipline and 
distance throughout the two weekends. 

With the boy’s divisions sporting 50-65 
competitors and the girls 80-90 the ‘Mighty 
Titans’ as they have become known fin¬ 
ished with four of their swimmers taking 
the prestigious first place from the 10 cate¬ 
gories and in fact had 13 of their swimmers 
in the top ten another phenomenal team 
achievement. 

For the girls Phoebe Townsend (11), 
Rosie Holland (12), Jade Hamilton (12), 
Shannon Dalligan (12) and Ellinor South¬ 
ward (12) set many long course personal 
bests and their success culminated with 
Ellinor Southward taking gold in the 200m 
freestyle in 2:14.11 to lift her up to seventh 
in her end of year UK rankings. 

In the 200m Individual Medley she 
clocked 2:30.48 and was third in the UK 
and timed 1:08.99 in the 100m butterfly fol¬ 
lowed by five silvers in the 100m free, 400m 


free, 200m back, 400m Individual Medley 
(IM) and a bronze in the 800m free. 

All her podium finishes culminated in 
Southward winning her BAGcat age group 
in style with 2433 pts with team mates 
Hamilton, Dalligan and Holland finishing 
21st, 25th and 26th respectively in the 90 
strong age group. 

Eleanor Bainbridge, 10, although en¬ 
tered several months ago under the Cov¬ 
entry banner, is now an Ellesmere girl and 
enjoyed tremendous success by taking five 
Midland Championship titles in the 400m 
IM (5:51.31 and first in her June UK rank¬ 
ings), 100m free (1:10.15 and second in 
UK)), 200m free (2:31.21 and third in UK), 
800m free (10:22.67 and first in UK).
